George  Macdonald,  our  honored 
novelist,  poet  and  preacher,  save  in 
“The  Elect  Lady”:  “I  dont  wonder  at 
God’s  patience  with  the  wicked,  but 
I  do  wonder  at  His  patience  with  the 
pious.”  And  in  another  place  in  the 
same  book:  “The  thief  who  is  trying 
to  be  better  is  ages  ahead  of  the  most 
honorable  man  who  is  making  no  such 
effort.  The  one  is  alive:  the  other  is 
dead  and  on  the  way  to  corruption.” 

I  make  these  extracts  for  several 
reasons,  chief  among  them  being  the 
wish  to  give  the  puzzled  and  despair¬ 
ing  among  my  correspondents  some 
solace  from  a  high  source.  To  the 
mothers  who  have  written  me  about 
their  sons  who  are  pushed  out  and 
avoided  by  church  members — in  other 
words,  “the  pious” — because  of  temp¬ 
tation  to  which  they  had  formerly 
yielded,  and  now  repented  of,  these 
quotations  must  bring  a  little  help; 
and  just  here,  let  me  advise  the  tired 
and  the  troubled  to  get  this  book  and 
read  it  carefully.  It  embodies  the 
highest  kind  o!  Christianity,  not  the 
Christianity  of  profession,  but  that  of 
practice.  O,  mothers  with  boys  gone 
wjong,  do  not  quite  despair.  Remem 
ber  that  some  natures  develop  slowly, 
and  that  your  dissipated  or  dishonest 
son  is  just  as  much  a  child  of  God  as 
is  your  sanctimonious  neighbor.  Do 
not  be  disturbed  by  the  frowns  or 
unkind  criticisms  of  “the  pious.”  If 
they  do  not  take  hold  and  give  you  a 
lift,  they  are  “dead*  and  on  the  way  to 
corruption.” 

The  following  story  will,  I  am  sure, 
interest  all  my  readers,  and  those  who 
have  an  opinion  that  they  care  to  for¬ 
mulate  on  the  yubjeqfc,  I.  shall  be  glad 
th  hear  from. 

A  teacher  in  one  of  our  finest 
schools,  wishing  to  know  something 
of  the  literary  taste  of  her  pupils, 
requested  each  member  of  the  class 
in  reading  to  select  a  poem  or  a  par¬ 
agraph  which  she  was  especially  fond 
of  for  the  next  day’s  programme. 
Much  to  the  teacher’s  surprise,  the 
best  reader  and  the  most  brilliant 
girl  in  the  class  chose  and  recited  in* 
mutably  one  of  Ella  Wheeler  Wilcox’s 
“Poems  of  Passion.”  The  conscien¬ 
tious  instructress  was  thoroughly 
shocked.  “And  yet,  why  should  I 
be?”  she  asked  herself,  “when  this 
same  book  is  in  my  library  ready  to 
open  to  young  or  old,  developed  or  un¬ 
developed?"  Now  the  questions  are 
as  follows:  Is  such  literature  immor¬ 
al?  If  such  poems  are  unfit  for  our 
young  people  to  read,  is  there  any 
excuse  for  their  existence?  Such  are 
the  conundrums  proposed  by  our 
much  disturbed  teacher.  I  wait  for 
answers,  and  wish  froin  the  bottom  of 
my  heart  that  some  of  our  thoughtful 
aud  progressive  editor^  would  devote 
a  little  space  to  this  most  interesting 
subject.  I  shall  reserve  my  opinion 
till  returns  are  in. 


“Tormented”  Asks  to  know  if  I  do 
r;  not  think  that  $2.50  per  day  is  an  ex¬ 
tortionate  price  for  a  dressmaker  to

We  pay  $3.00  more 
frequently  than  $2.50  iu  the  cities. 
In  my  opinion  the  laborer  is  worthy 
of  his  hire,  and  it  seems  to  me  very 
shabby  to  try  and  economize  by  beat¬ 
ing  down  the  prices  of  working  wo¬ 
men.  I  have  known  housekeepers  to 
object  to  pay  a  washerwoman  $1.25 
for  a  day’s  Work.  Don’t  scrouge 
your  washerwomen,  whatever  you  do. 

To  my  friends  anxious  about  their 
dress  skirts,  I  would  reply  that  these 
are  to  be  worn  a  trifle  longer  than 
last  winter.  The  ultr&faahionable 
insist  that  they  shall  touch  the  side¬ 
walk,  and  sweep  the  crossings.  But 
Worth,  who  for  the  last  three  years 
has  been  undergoing  a  process  of 
swift  evolution,  has  boldly  pronounced 
against  this  fasluon.  To  an  expectant 
American  bride  he  even  went  eo  far 
as  to  utterly  refuse  to  add  the  extra 
inch  to  the  skirts  of  the  magnificent 
trosaeau,  declaring  that  skirts  that 
touched  the  ground  were  “too  nasty 
to  be  considered. ” 

The  skirts  of  the  sensible  woman 
will  swing  clear  of  the  dust  and  the

An  acrobat 
chancing  to  be  brought  into  connection 
ith  them,  the  unnatural  couple  sold 
the  child  to  him  for  the  sum  of  £4.  half 
of  which  was  at  once  paid,  it  being  un¬ 
derstood  tllat  the  remaining  half  sltould 
bo  handed  over  after  the  purchaser  had 
tested  the  value  of  his  acquisition.  The 
little  girl  was  in  consequence  taken  away 
by  the  acrobat,  Irut  a  couple  of  weeks 
later  he  put  his  purchase  into  a  train 
and  sent  her  home,  alleging  that  she 
possessed  none  of  the  requisite  qualities 
for  the  profession  to  which  he  destined 
her.  Tbe  affair  came  to  the  knowledge 
ot  the  police,  tho  father  and  mother 
were  arrested  and  placed  on  trial.  They 
were,  however,  treated  with  singular  in¬ 
dulgence.  the  father  getting  off  with  a 
sentence  of  three  months'  imprisonment, 
and  the  mother,  who  had  so  little  of  a 
mother's  feeling  aa  to  sett  her  offspring 
to  a  stranger,  escaping  with  a  warning.

ROBESPIERRE’S  HOLD  ON  THE  PEO¬ 
PLE. 

Robespierre  seem*  to  have  had  very  1 
passion  of  any  sort.  He  felt  through  his 
mind ;  be  was  deliberate,  circumspect,  criti¬ 
cal,  and  may  for  this  reason  have  inspired 
confidence  in  his  adherents.  Although  not 
eloquent,  he  was  logical  and  plausible,  and 
was  eagerly  listened  to  in  tbe  Commune,  the 
convention  and  the  Jacobin  club,  and  made  a 
deep  impression  in  spite  of  a  weak  voice. 
M&r&t  had  called  him  the  Incorruptible,  and 
he  was  so  as  respects  money,  which  had  no 
temptation  for  him.  This  trait,  however, 
was  shared  by  nearly  all  tho  chiefs  of  the 
period  and  is  an  argument  in  favor  of  their 
sincerity.  But  beyond  this,  he  had  nono  of 
the  qualities,  personal  or  mental,  that  com 
monly  belong  to  leaders.  Ho  was  small  in 
stature,  rather  insignificant  in  appearance, 
by  no  means  magnetic,  his  complexion  sickly 
pale,  his  manner  nervous — his  eyes  continu¬ 
ally  blinked— reserved  even  to  shyness  and 
auggestivc  of  suspicion.  t 

Always  extremely  poor,  his  dress  was  scru¬ 
pulously  neat,  ami  his  bearing  academic.  The 
demagogue  was  never  denoted  by  his  be¬ 
havior,  and  he  is  said  to  have  been  a  man  to 
excite  belief  in  his  absolute  honesty  iu  any 
company  free  from  prejudice.  They  who 
count  him  a  conscientious  patriot— and  there 
are  such— maituain  that  he  was  a  constitu¬ 
tional  lover  of  peace  and  law;  but  that  per¬ 
ceiving  the  Revolution  must  be  purified  by 
the  sacrifice  of  many  lives  and  extreme  a 
ures,  he  did  not  hesitate  to  demand  the  sacri¬ 
fice  for  the  ultimate  good  it  would  produce. 
He  was  convinced  that  he  knew  better  than 
any  of  his  contemporaries  the  proper  course 
to  pursue;  that  he  alone  could  solidify  the  re¬ 
sults  of  the  national  insurrection,  and  render 
them  permanently  remunerative.  He  seut 
men  t<>  the  scaffold  wholly  for  what  he 
thought  to  lx*  the  public  good.  As  a  man,  he 
pitied  them;  as  a  patriot,  he  considered  their 
execution  a  duty ;  and,  therefore,  shrank  not 
from  it,  however  his  feelings  might  recoil. 

That  he  was  very  astute,  and  compre¬ 
hended  the  nature  of  his  own  countrymea, 
there  is  hardly  any  doubt.  It  is  marvelous  that 
he  could  have  controlled  the ,  revolutionary 
government  fofftveof  the  most  turbulent  and 
terrible  years  known  to  history  withoqt  being 
himself,  in  any  true  sense,  &  man  of  action. 
His  intellect  must  have  been  extraordinary, 
superior,  so  far  as  direction  of  the  masses 
went,  to  any  of  his  contemporaries,  Mira  beau 
perhaps  excepted.  This  view,  difficult  as  it 
is  to  accept,  extinguishes  the  long  prevalent 
opinion  of  the  bloodthirstiness,  the  pitiless 
demagogism  of  him  who  has  been  charged 
with  aiming  at  and  substantially  reaching 
the  dictatorship  ot  France. 

His  opposition  to  Dan  ton,  who  shared  his 
power,  and  to  Dan- 
ton’s  adherents;  in¬ 
cluding  Camille 
Desmoulins,  all  rep¬ 
resenting  modera¬ 
tion  and  advocat¬ 
ing  clemency,  is 
generally  attribut¬ 
ed  to  fear  of  them 
as  rivals,  and  de¬ 
termination  to  get 
rid  of  them.  One 
reason  of  his  disap¬ 
proval  and  distrust 
of  D&nton  is  that 
Dan  ton  was  what  is 
danto.v.  termed  an  atheist, 

as  were  the  bulk  of  the  Htfbertists,  already 
executed.  Their  substitution  of  reason  for 
the  theologic  deity  had  offended  Robes¬ 
pierre,  not  probably  because  he  hod  any  re¬ 
ligions  scruples,  but  because  be  thought  the 
common  people,  whom  he  was  always  court¬ 
ing,  would  be  alienated  by  any  system  of 
rationalism.  He  may  have  been  a  kind  of 
theist ;  but  whether  such  or  not,  he  evidently 
esteemed  it  politic  to  assu|ne  to  6e.  There¬ 
fore  he  used  his  secret  influence,  nearly  con¬ 
trolling  the  committee  of  public  safety 
against  Danton  and  his  confederates,  and  his 
Influence  was  fatal.  He  is  said  afterwards  to 
have  opposed  their  arrest.  This  inconsis¬ 
tency,  his  hesitation  to  take  a  decided  course, 
was  characteristic  of  him,  but  he  supported 
by  a  speech  in  the  convention  St.  Just  s  mo¬ 
tion  for  their  arrest,  which  sealed  their  fate. 


CAREER  OF  DANTON. 

D&nton  was  perhaps  tho  foremost  figure  at 
the  Revolution  proper,  tbe  legitimate  suc¬ 
cessor  of  Mirabeau.  whom  in  many  respect* 
he  resembled.  He  has  been  greatly  traduced, 
portrayed  as  an  arrant  demagogue,  a  very 
monster.  Every  leader  during  that  social 
and  political  convulsion  must,  as  has  been 
said,  have  had  bis  share  of  demagogism. 
Calm  statesmanship  was  Impossible  at  such  a 
time,  when  tbe  people  were  in  the  ascendant, 
wild  with  fury,  averse  to,  if  not  incapable  of, 
reflection.  The  leaders  dealt  with  the  ma- 
they  had,  and  in  a  way  to  render  it 
‘  in  establishing  the  republic.  Dan¬ 
ton  has  of  late  years  been  rescued  from  much 
of  the  odium  cast  upon  him.  A  man  of  vio¬ 
lent  passions,  of  extrema  audacity,  of  remark¬ 
able  resources,  of  exceptional  seif  confidence, 
be  was  sure  to  go  to  great  lengths  for  what¬ 
ever  had  mastered  his  imagination  aad  con¬ 
victions 

From  bis  early  years  he  was  an  enthusiast 
tn  behalf  of  freedom,  detesting  the  very  name 
of  prince  or  king.  In  every  sense  was  an 
aggressive,  uncompromising  democrat,  eager 
to  dare  anything  for  tbe  cause  be  had  been 
born  to  espouse.

Danton  ifes  a  fiery  lover  as  well  as  hater. 
He  had  maiSried.  at  27,  riabrielle  C'barpentier. 
daughter  of  a  proBiie.-ous  superintendent  ol 
farms.  Th#y  loved  one  another  devotedly, 
not  at  oil  aa  the  Fiench,  when  wedded,  are 
commonly  fupposed  to  feel  toward  one  an¬ 
other.  Sh*-vras,  iu  contrast  to  him,  a  sound 
Catholic — tbeir  attraction  may  have  lain  in 
opposites ;  but  he  w  as  a  hero  to  her  before  he 
had  won  recognition.  He  often  said  that  she 
was  his  discoverer.  While  he  was  on  a  mis¬ 
sion  to  Belgium  she  died,  leaving  two  chil¬ 
dren.  It  wgs  a  crushing  blow  to  him;  and 
returning  to  Paris,  he  ordered  her  grave  tc 
be  opened  feat  he  might  see  and  embrace 
again  the  woman  he  had  adored.  Gabrielle 
bad  selecte4ffor  him  Louise  Gely,  a  fair  girl,  in 
hope  of  weeding  him  from  the  Revolution, 
to  be  a  mother  to  her  children,  pious  like  her¬ 
self,  and  of  a  royalist  family.  Some  months 
later  he  wedded  her,  still  mourning  his  great 
loss,  aud  went  through,  for  her  sake,  with  the 
religious  eefemony  which  hc  regarded  as  ab¬ 
surd. 

Dan  ton's  friends  were  greatly  alarmed  tow 
ard  the  last.  They  urged  him  to  fly.  his  wife 
joining  them  in  entreaty.

Even  the  arrest  of  his  inti¬ 
mate,  Hcraalt  d'Eschelles,  also  on  the  com¬ 
mittee  of  poblic  safety,  moved  him  not.
